A flat denial of all charges made 
against the officials of the Juvenile 
Hall was made yesterday following 
allegations of cruelty at this insti- 
tution made by Mra. Grace Tanquery, 
a former nurse at the hall, and Mrs. 
E. K. Foster and Mrs. W. D. Spald- 
ing, club women and officers of the 
Juvenile Protective Association, 

The trio of women appeared before 
the Board of Supervisors and, 
among other things, declared that 
girls, in practically a nude condi- 
tion, were pummeled with wet tos 
els, and that they were placed in 
solitary confinement for days at a 
time and fed only on bread and wa- 
ter; that girls as young as 12 years 
were subjected to such treatment.

The Army and Arid Lands. 

LOS ANGELES, Aug. a

are about 900,000,000 acres of oat 
lands in the United States owned by 
the government. These lands 
sold to settlers in lots of 160 to $8 
acres for $1 per acre, patent issued 
upon proof that the settler has reé- 
claimed forty acres of each quarter 
section by procuring water and ir- 


nals, etc., to divert water from fiv- 


ij ers, springs and other sources and 


to pump water from wells to trri-

age paid $35 per acre.) usual 
method of conducting the water 
company is to take bonds from 
settler or individual farmer, 86.

acre. This gives to the owner the” 
right to buy water at so much per 
acre foot. The cost to him for a 
ter sufficient to irrigate his land 
usually runs from about $7 to $12 
per year. 

Several companies have been of 


ganized in the past few years that 


have grown immensly rich by the 
purchase of arid lands from railroad 
companies and individual farmers 


who have obtained land by home-. 
stead or developing barely enotsh 


water to secure the patent on des- 
ert claims and who are not able ite 
dividually to develop enough wWa- 
ter to properly irrigate the land, 
thus making farming  profitabie. 
These companies after sectring the 
land develop the water and then 
sell*the land to settlers at a profit 
of from 100 to 150 per cent 
The cost of such lands to 
these companies has been from 910 
to $30 per acre and the usual cost 


from %$15 to $20 per acre, making 
the cost of land to the company 
about $25 to $50 per acre. a 
lands are then sold to settiers 
prices ranging from $100 to $200 — 
acre.

work for more than thirty years and 
have always considered I had the 
right to quit the service of any em- 
ployer at any time I was not satis- 
fied with the conditions, provided. I 
had no agreement to continue. But 
for me to tell him that it was my 
job and that he should not hire any- 
one in my place would be 80 ridie- 
vlogs that even my tlabor-union 
friends of intelligence would laugh 
at its absurdity. And yet they are 
ready to do the same thing on a 
large scale, no matter if it rulnge the 
employer and blocks all industries. 


We read of miners in Wastern 
States striking because they find a 
minority of others who do not be- 
long to the union are trying to sup- 
port their families as free Amefi- 
ean citizens. If they had found they 
were working with a majority of 
nonunion people it would have been 
different. 


I have had experience here in Los 


Angeles in that line. I was work- 
ing for a company for three months 
with about twenty-five others, ten of 
whom, it developed, were union — 
manager, as the season 
vanced, wished to hurry the ike 
and hired e more men. It hap- 
pened they were union men. A few 
days later he was told by a delega- 
tion to discharge the nonunion men 
or they would tie up the job by strik- 
ing. The manager, being a member 
of the church, perhaps, did not wish 
to use any harsher words than the 
occasion would justify. He told 
them to go to that place where it is 
supposed no chances are given for 
a return ticket, and discharged them 
all. After such forceful language 
they concluded it was not “their job” 
and did not interfere with the work. 
I wish it were possible to get an 
expression from all intelligent Amer 
ican citizens on the rights of em- 
ployers and employees. Let their 
judgment be final, and i perhaps 
would be a penal offense if control 
of property should be assumed by 
people who had given up all rights 
to their * by quitting them.

DARK SECRET? 


Woman Declares Husband 
Persisted in Deceit. 

So She is Suing Saloon Man 
for Separate Support. 


i Tells Odd Story of a Decree 


Without Her Knowledge. 


The story of a wife, now grown 
old, who says she was deceived by 
her husband secretly divorcing her, 
ig told in the separate maintenance 
suit of Mrs. Hettie J. Gamble against 
Elmer M. Gamble, called on an or- 
der to show cause in Judge Wood's 
court yesterday and continued until 
September 11. Wife and husband 
were in court, but they sat far apart. 

The Gambles, the complaint states, 
were married at Summit Hill, Pa, 
July 31, 1881.

business. 

In 1911 Mr. Gamble went to Ta- 
coma, stopped at a hotel and visited 
his wife. He refused to take her to 
Bisbee, saying he had no fit place 
for her. He returned to Bisbee and 
then again visited Mrs. Gamble at 
Tacoma, last year. They lived to- 
gether as husband and wife from 
June 1 to August 22, 1915. 

At this visit, Mrs. Gamble says, 
her husband did not mention he was 
divorced from her and she did not 
learn this fact until she called at his 
room in Wilmington. Then, she 
says, he told her he had obtained a 
divorce in Arizona, July 29, 1911. 

The summons were pudlished in a 
Paradise (Ariz.) newspaper, but 
Mrs. Gamble says she was never 
served and had no knowledge of 
his intention. 

She asks $100 a month alimony 
pending the trial of the suit, and $250 
attorney's fees. Mr. Gamble is the 
owner of the Hermitage Saloon, 
Wilmington, his interest being worth

‘embracing desserts 
instituted. About thirty maids have 
taken the advanced courses. With 
course a certificate/ has been 
ven—hence the “certified” house- 
maid. Because certification based 
upon study alone, and not upon the 
skill for which study is merely the 
means, might work injustice to maids 
who were already efficient, the Board 
of Education now grants certificates 
free of charge to any girl who can 
pass the regular examination. The 
diplomas are marked Grade A, B, C 
or D. The housewives commended 
no superficial efficiency. They have 
consistently held that the first, or 
primary, course teaches a girl only 
what she should know before apply- 
ing for employment at the existing 
scale of wages, 50 per cent. higher 
than that of twenty years ago. No 
maid is regarded as an expert cook 
unti] she can pass satisfactory ex- 
minations in at least four classes. 
The seventy employers have fre 
warded where it was deserved their 


crease in wages; but in a number of 


outset an exorbitant 
service she received. The teachers 
had emphazised that fact, and the 
girls were reasonable about it. Out 
o? the seventy maids ten have left 
their places. Out of the ten only five 
left to seek other mistresses. I am 
told none obtained higher wages; in 
two cases, their only gain was the 
“social” one of wo in two-serv- 
ant instead of in one-servant house- 
holds. 

I believe that no appreciable num- 
ber of the maids will quit their mis- 
tresses because of increased et- 
ficiency and that Montclair is not 
training competent maids for other 
communities. Experience proves t 
the girls are grateful; they are proud 
of their housewifely skill; they are 
slowly developing a larger sense of 
their responsibilities and a higher 
standard of ethics. So, too, are their 
employers. To date, the certified 
housemaid has proved an interesting 
and encouraging experiment.

PROBLEM OF JOBLESS. 

General Commissioner of Immi- 
gration Confers with Infiuential 
People and Tells What Federal 
Mediation has Done to Help the 
Work-hunters.

Commissioner General of Immi- 
gration Caminetti was in the city 
yesterday on business connected 
with co-operative work between the 
Department of Labor and the various 
State, county and municipal au- 
thorities bearing on the problem 
of the unemployed. - . 

Yesterday Commissioner Caminetti 

conferred with Harry C. Donoho, 
superintendent of the public em- 
ployment bureaus of Los Angeles 
district; Mrs. Gibson, president of 
the State Housing Commission, and 
Mrs. Josiah E. Cowles, president 
of the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs. Since official notice was 
received here that Mrs. David C. 
McCan of this city, would be em- 
pleyed in the women's department 
of the employment bureau, there 
has been doubt as to just what her 
duties will be, and Commissioner 
Caminetti hopes to straighten out 
that tangle while here. 
He declared to Mr. Donoho the 
readiness of the Federal govern- 
ment to consolidate with the local 
bureaus at once, and this matter 
will be taken up again tomorrow 
upon his return from Sau Diego. 

He declares that during the two 
years since the establishment of the 
Federal Employment Bureau, more 
than 200.000 workers have been 
given jobs, and that much has been 
done to solve that great social prob- 
lem. The co-operation of the Post- 
office Department has now been se- 
cured, and in cities where there are 
no employment agencies, the post- 
masters will not only furnish blanks 
to job-hunters, but will keep in 
touch with the labor situation in 
their various communities. 

Perhaps the most important fea- 
ture of the Federal plan is that in 
connection with proposed vocational 
guidance. and industrial training, 
with the purpose of fitting young 
men and women as efficient wage- 
earners. 

An added feature is that women, 
boy and girl applicants for positions 
will be furnished letters of intro- 
duction to the postmasters, who are 
to see that the places where work- 
ers are wanted are such as can be 
recommended to that helpless class 
of people. 

Other proposed improvements are 
that employers shall tell the local 
employment bureaus when they pro- 
pose discharging any of their work- 
men; the furnishing of information 
as to what particular sorts of work 
certain men are most capable of 
performing and measures to extend
